The declarations under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 filed 8-28-06 are insufficient to overcome the rejection of claims based upon the rejection 
as set forth in the last Office action because: 



a) regarding the Hains and Mowery declarations: there is no evidence to show that marketing was the 
same for both brands. A difference in marketing could yield the commercial success achieved by 
applicant; 

b) the declaration to Desjarlais is incomplete. There is also supposed comparison but not with the 
prior art of record. 

c) regarding Sherwin-Williams prior art described in the Hains declaration, there is no clear 
relevance because there is no disclosure to the formulation. The prior art is not timely filed to 
include an IDS with the appropriate certification and processing fee. Therefore the prior art will not 
be considered at this time. 
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
